Point Barrow, near 
where 
Will 
Rogers and Wiley Post were killed 
in an airplane crash, is the farthes 
north United States town. Its pop­ 
ulation num bers little m ore th an a 
hundred people. 
The town broke into print a few 
years ago as the center of the diph­ 
theria epidemic in 1931. 
According 
to Joe Crosson, who flew anti-toxin 
serum to the town during the epi­ 
demic, flying conditions near the 
point were the worst he has ever en ­ 
countered. 
The tem perature aloft 
is usually below zero, and only d u r­ 
ing the sum m er m onths is flying 
possible. 
In May of this year the town was 
again the center of an epidemic, 
this tim e of influenza.

Such a "headm an” was in charge 
here today in the person of Captain 
Eugene Carr. 
C arr’s aggressive 
re-aligning 
of 
the colon* project found the “pi­ 
oneers” quickly forgetting the dis­ 
satisfaction th a t swept this city sev­ 
eral weeks ago. 
"Hooray for Captain Carr 
and 
thank goodness the agitators are 
gone,” shouted the transplanted far­ 
mers from the Mid-West as they 
laid plans, under the new "head­ 
m an’s” 
directions, for their 
first 
winter in the Far North. 
A survey of the inhabitants dis­ 
closed chat 75 per cent now believe 
the project will be a success. 
The 
other 25 per cent are "willing to give 
the project a fair trial.” 
F. L. Biggs, construction engineer 
and one of C arr’s aides, 
declared 
"All colonists will be in cabins by 
vinter.” At present most of the new 
citizens of the territory are living in 
tents. 
The dissatisfaction before C arr’s 
arrival was caused by 
the 
"too 
rosey” picture painted of M anta­ 
nuska valley by FERA agents 
in 
the states, it is apparent. Colon­ 
ists said they were told th a t 4,000 
miles of railroads were to be built 
at once and th at "plenty of work” 
on the railroads would be available 
Bricklaying work, too, would be in 
demand they were told. 
Promises 
were assertedly made th at homes 
were built and were awaiting occu­ 
pants. 
Upon arrival, the colonists found 
th at only three days preliminary 
work had been accomplished by the 
crews of transient workers 
sent 
here to transform the valley into 
a farming region. 
For weeks, plans merely drifted 
—without any official whipping the 
project into shape. 
Agitators worked up a barrage of 


complaints. 
They were aided 
by 
the m ental state of the colonists, 
“true-blue” colonists, explained. 
"Much of the 
discontent 
was 
purely psychological. 
It grew out 
of early idleness and was intoler­ 
able to the people th a t wanted ac­ 
tion. They knew they would have 
to work if things were to be done, 
and the iact that everything seem­ 
ed lagging was just cause for dis­ 
content. Then, too. no few of the 
colonists finding themselves so far 
from home, became homesick.” 
The technical experts from W ash­ 
ington, D. C. who arrived here in 
July are assisting Carr in his plans 
to "push” through with the great­ 
est possible speed.” 
When the clearings were com­

CONTROL BEAN 
BEETLES 
TO 
PREVENT CROP LOSS 
Adults of the second 
brood 
of 
Icxican bean beetles, which are u n ­ 
usually abundant, are about to lay 
ggs. These will h atch in a few days. 
In m any places this brood causes 
more apprehension on the p a rt of 
farm ers th an 
the 
spring 
brood. 
Later m aturing varieties of beans 
need attention a t once to prevent 
orious dam age to the plants and the 
crop. W here pods have form ed it is 
advisable to use a non-arsenical 
x>ison, such as rotenone. 
Rotenone is the insecticidal prop­ 
erty of D erris root, w hich is ground 
0 a fine powder or 
dust. 
D erris 
powder w ith a 
rotenone 
content 
if four per cent should be used a t 
1 dosage of 2 or 2 J2 pounds in 50 
gallons of w ater. For garden use it 
an be diluted a t th e rate of 2 or 
. ’a ounces in 3 gallons of w ater. 
W here dusting th e p lan ts is pre- 
rrrcd a derris dust containing % 
to % of 1 per cent rotenone can be 
used. W here this m aterial is not 
available either m agnesium arsen ­ 
ate or calcium arsenate can be a p ­ 
plied if the beans are w ashed th o r­ 
oughly after picking to remove any 
л arm ful residue. 
Sprays and dust should be applied 
to the under sides of th e foliage 
where the beetles feed. 


CLIP YOUNG 
ALFALFA 
ONLY 
WHEN NECESSARY 
T here seems to be a widespread 
! idea th a t alfalfa sown in the spring 
! on w’inter or spring grain should 
Î be clipped after the grain is h a r­ 
vested. 
Instead of being beneficial such 
treatm en t is likely to be very d etri­ 
m ental. The first season the alfalfa 
plants should m ake all possible root 
growth in order to w ithstand suc­ 
cessfully w inter injury and produce 
w^ell the next year. 
If the top is clipped off ju st as it 
is getting nicely started, all root 
growth stops until a new top is de­ 
veloped, partly a t the expense of 
the root already form ed. Late sum ­ 
m er w eather is often dry and u n ­ 
favorable so th a t one should not 
m ake it any harder for the 
little 
seedlings th an necessary. 
There is no necessity for slipping 
grain stubble cut a t norm al height. 
This stubble shades the ground and 
will help to hold the w inter snows. 
Two conditions m ake clipping off 
new seedlings desirable. 
If 
large 
fast-grow ing weeds 
th reaten 
to 
over-top the alfalfa and rob it of 
Sunlight and m oisture, they m ay be 
clipped with th e mow^er set high 
enough to avoid cutting more alfalfa 
th a n necessary. Also, when the new 
seeding m akes a very rank, heavy 
growth, as on very fertile soils and 


in moist seasons and perhaps starts 
to bloom before Septem ber 1st, it 
m ay be advisable to mow and h a r­ 
vest a crop rath e r th an to let too 
m uch growth m at down 
on 
the 
ground. Such growth m ay have a 
sm othering effect and create a h a r­ 
bor for field mice w'hich m ay ser­ 
iously injure the roots. 


SOW COVER CROPS IN RASP­ 
BERRY PLANTINGS 
In m ost of th e sm all fru it p lan t­ 
ings of Lawrence county including 
the bram bles, such as red and black 
raspberries, a num ber of practices 
can be carried out now which will 
be found beneficial in more efficient 
; production over a longer period. 
Removal of old canes is timely. 
There are twro tim es in the year 
when they can be removed. One of 
these is soon after completion of 
harvest and th e other is during the 
regular pruning season in February 
and M arch. W hile there are advan­ 
tages in favor of both, rem oval of 
the old fruiting canes after harvest 
favors sanitation and also gives the 
young canes which 
will 
produce 
fruit in 1936 additional .«-pace and 
better growing conditions. 
About the only advantage in favor 
of removing canes during the dor­ 
m an t period is found in areas where 
prevailing winds are likely to break 
off young canes now. 
Canes can be removed and burned 
now so th a t a thorough working of 
th e ground will be possible prior to 
the sowing of cover crops, such as 
m illet, buckwheat, and oats. W ith 
the continuous cultivation 
given 
sm all fruit plantings a great deal 
of fertility is washed away in the 
fall and winter. A cover crop will 
prevent this loss and 
also 
guard 
against soil erosion. 
W here the practice of 
growing 
new plants is followed, the sowing of 
cover crops will be found inconven­ 
ient. Under these conditions, clean 
cultivation after harvest and prior 


to tipping of 
the 
canes 
will 
be 
found beneficial.

FOR SWINE NOW 
U nder the present prices of corn 
and w heat it is more economical to 
feed w heat th an 
corn 
to 
hogs. 
W heat also has a 
higher 
feeding 
value th a n corn. 
W hen corn sells a t $1 a bushel 
w heat is worth $1.17 a bushel for 
feeding. W hen corn sells at 95 cents 
a bushel w'heat is w orth $1.12. O ther 
relative values are corn 90 cents, 
w heat $1.05; corn 85 cents, w’heat 99 
cents; corn 80 cents, w heat 94 cents; 
and corn 75 cents, w heat 88 cents. 
A nother interesting and helpful 
way of considering the situation is 
to figure out the value of w heat in 
relation to hog prices. W hen hogs 
sell for $12 a hundred pounds w heat 
is worth $1.60 a bushel 
as 
feed. 
W hen hogs sell for 11 cents a pound 
w heat is w orth $1.45 a bushel. At 10 
cents a pound for hogs w heat can 
be fed to them for $1.30 a bushel. 
W hen the price of hogs in nine cents 
a pound a bushel of w heat is w’orth

W ith the price of hogs at 11 cents 
a pound the retu rn on w heat feed 
to them can ju st be doubled over 
the present m arket price. 
W heat should always be ground 
when fed to hogs. Coarse grinding is 
recom mended. In w heat is ground 
fine it will form a sticky m ass in 
the hog’s m outh. If not ground, part 
of the kernels will not be digested. 
W here the grower wishes to use 
the m axim um am ount of wheat, a 
m ixture of 6 parts of ground wheat. 
3 parts of ground oats, and 1 p art of 
tankage can be used 
during

growing period, while 9 
parts 
of 
wrh eat and 1 p art of tankage can be 
used as a fattening ration.

W here the disease has not been 
thoroughly controlled by the spring 
sprays, a fall spray application is 
advisable after the old canes have 
been removed. 
Use liquid lime sulphur concen­ 
trate, 2 gallons in 100 gallons of 
spray m ixture. Thoroughly 
cover 
the new canes. R aspberry leaves are 
easily spray-burned, therefore, spray 
when it is cool and the hum idity is 
low1.

Called here by Dr. Edith Mac- 
Bride-Dexter. secretary of health, 
district health engineers were in­ 
structed to act as “Health Mission­ 
aries” in aiding municipalities in 
planning water works and sewage 
improvements under the $4.000,000,- 
000 works relief appropriation. 
Although she said Pennsylvania 
has a “splendid record” in the re­ 
duction of typhoid fever, showing a 
£8 per cent drop in cases since 1906, 
Dr. MacBride-Dexter stated: 
“There are 15 states in the union 
having a lower typhoid rate than 
Pennsylvania. 
Three of the New 
England states have rates about 
one-third of Pennsylvania, and I 
am determined to do all w’ithin the 
power of the health departm ent to 
move Pennsylvania up in the list of 
states and save the suffering and 
death caused by his dread disease.” 
The secreary said she had the co­ 
operation of Edward N. Jones, state 
works progress adm inistrator, and 
Major William H. Gravell, state pub­ 
lic works adm inistration director, 
through whose agencies municipali­ 
ties planning improvements might 
obtain federal funds.

IS FIRST GIVEN

FORI) CITY, Pa., August 16 - 
Tax collections in Ford City, a 
small community, have taken a 
big spurt all because tax collector 
Ira M. Henry knows his law. 
Under a law' passed by the leg­ 
islature in 1921 and then generally 
forgotten, Henry learned he could 
attach the wages of all delinquent 
taxpayers. It had never been tried 
before but last Monday, after a pub­ 
lic warning, Henry attached the 
wages of 220 employes of the Pitts­ 
burgh Plate Glass Company here. 
Faced with the prospect of work­ 
ing for nothing, as it were, the glass 
employes descended in droves on 
Henry’s office, all eager to pay their 
taxes. The first effort w'as 100 per 
cent successful and after he had col­ 
lected the last dollar, Henry re­ 
marked : 
‘ff working conditions continue 
during the winter as they have up 
til now, all delinquent taxes will be 
paid off by spring.” 
Scans New Fields 
The borough tax collector was 
scanning new fields today, plan­ 
ning to try out his attachment 
scheme on workers in other estab­ 
lishments here. 
The 
i m p e t u s 
for 
attaching 
worker’s wages came from a $10,000 
jump in the school budget and a 
corresponding declne in tax pay­ 
ments. 
Other communities were wratching 
Henry’s venture with interest and 
the plan was expected to spread to 
other communities. Under a rule 
adopted by the borough council at 
Ridgway, all borough employes were 
warned to pay their taxes or face 
automatic and immediate dismissal.

lie speaks as to lobbies for big “in ­ 
terests” generally. 
And, as & veteran in the fight to 
\y idle them , he speaks with con- 
arable authority. 
He gives due credit to the Black 
enatorial lobby investigating com ­ 
m ittee and to the O’Connor lobby 
investigating com m ittee of 
repre- 
sentaives—refers 
indeed 
to their 
’astounding revelations.” 
He also recalls, however, Senators 
Thom as J. W alsh’s and George W 
N orris’ terrific anti-lobbying cam ­ 
paign in 1928 and to seven years of 
investigation by the Federal T rade 
commission—and still, he says not 
m uch has been accomplished.

LOBBIES BACK HOME 
Is this resultlessness, asks King, 
due 
to the activities “of 
a 
lobby 
quartered in some hotel in W ash­ 
ington.” 
King responds: 
“No. Such a lobby would have lit 
tie effect were it not supported by 
* back hom e” lobbies in practically 
every town, city, county or state 
ihroughrout the country. 
“It is high tim e for the folk “back 
hom e” to do some investigating of 
their own ceasing to depend wholly 
upon the capital. 
“It m ay come as a surprise to 
■ hem to learn th a t there is a per­ 
petual utilities lobby operating in 
iheir 
various 
communities. 
But 
there is, and their congressmen are 
more afraid of those dobbies th an 
of all the black satchel cigar box, 
o ker gam e and dinner party lob­ 
bies in W ashington.”

King urges:

“Thousands of men and women 
are voicing erroneous things which 
tre y believe to be true, and a sharp 
distinction m ust be drawn between 
the uninform ed and the 
wilfully 
corrupt propoganist.” 
Judson King says he would like 
to get another popular reaction to 
his suggestion.

M artha, rath e r th an M ary her 
¿ister or.even her brother Lazarus, 
seems to have been the head of th a t 
hospitable home a t B ethany which 
was always open to Jesus as his o th ­ 
er home, for it seemed to come quite 
n atu ral for Luke, the historian to 
write “now as they w ent on th eir 
way, he entered into a certain vil­ 
lage: and a certain woman nam ed 
M arth a 
received 
him 
into 
her 
house” 
M artha As Hostess 
M artha was never happier th an 
when she was thus “receiving him 
into her hom e.” O ur last view of 
her shows her in this sam e favorite 
role of hostess to her Lord, when 
“six days before th e passover Jesus 
came to B ethany, 
where 
Lazarus 
was which had been dead, whom he 
raised from the dead. There they 
m ade him a supper 
and 
M artha 
served; but Lazarus was one of them 
th a t sat at the table w ith him .” 
M artha never needed the in ju n c­ 
tion to “use hospitality”, but she 
did need the rest of th a t in ju n c­ 
tion which goes on to say, “use hos­ 
pitality one to another w ithout m u r­ 
m uring.” 
Mary’s Better Part 
M artha's hospitality concerned it­ 
self too largely w ith the physical 
com forts and needs of her guests. 
She pu t so m any irons into the fire 
th a t she allowed herself to become 
“cum bered or distracted w ith m uch 
serving”. She overdid th e physical 
preparation for her G uest to the de­ 
gree th a t she neglected th a t “better 
p a rt” of hospitality to which M ary 
her sister so beautifully attended. 
“She came up to him, and said, 
Lord, dost thou not care th a t my 
sister did leave m e to serve alone? 
Eid her therefore th a t she help m e,” 
literally “take hold and do her part 
along w ith m e.” 
As a hom e-m aker 
M artha misplaced the emphasis. She 
put it too m uch on m aterial things 
whereas M ary saw the value of the

His 
tears on tm s occasion not only w it­ 
ness to his love for M ary and M ar­ 
th a but to his sym pathy for Lazarus, 
not th a t lie had died, but rath e r 
th a t he m ust be brought back from 
glory into the things of this life.

More Farms Get 
Modern Methods 


Increase Shown In Improved 
Conditions Of Pennsyl­ 
vania Farms 


HARRISBURG, 
Aug. 
16.—The 
num ber of farm s and farm homes 
having m odern conveniences con­ 
tinues to increase in Pennsylvania, 
according to th e State D epartm ent 
of Agriculture. 
Estim ates, as of January 1 this 
year, show th a t Pennsylvania farm ­ 
ers have 154,340 automobiles. 49,560 
m otor trucks, 35.950 tractors, 
and 
63.660 gas engines. A total of 57,460 
farm s have telephones, 58,650 have 
radios. 40,850 have heating systems, 
67,740 have running water, and 56,- 
920 have electricity, either from cen­ 
tral station service 
or 
individual 
farm generating plants. 
These fig­ 
ures represent slight increases over 
a year ago in automobiles, m otor 
trucks, radios, heating systems, ru n ­ 
ning w ater in home, and farm s hav­ 
ing electricity. The num ber of tra c ­ 
tors and gas engines was approxi­ 
m ately the sam e as last year but 
the num ber of farm s having tele­ 
phones decreased about 3 per cent. 
The estim ates also show 40.100 
silos on farm s, which is the highest 
num ber on record.

Display Machine 
For Horse Power 


Old Relic Powered By Horses I* 
Added 
To 
State 
Museum 


HARRISBURG, 
Aug. 
16.—Ho * 
Pexuisylvania farmers of 100 yeai 
ago used horses to develop power 
for threshing grain, 
helling corn, 
and cutting feed, is shovn in an 
o ld -tim e 
horse-power 
machine 
placed on display recently in the 
State Museum, Department of P ib- 
lic Instruction. 
The massive wooden horse-power 
consists of a heavy vertical centra, 
turn-beam topped with large t og 
wheels through which power wsu 
transm itted by six horses hitched 
to four arms extending outward 
near the base of the shaft. On two 
of the arms horses w’ere hitched 
single, and in pairs on the rem ain­ 
ing two. The horses trod in a circle 
around the turn-beam to provide 
the power. 
It is ten leet high, occupies a 
floor space twelve by fourteen feet, 
and dates back to 1835 —wording to 
Dr. Charles F. Hoban, director of 
the museum.

W ILKES-BA RRE, Pa., Aug. 16 —

fascism and dictatorship while di­

to non-existent 
dangers of Socialism and Com m un­ 
ism, Gov. George H. Earle charged 
today a t the 17th annual Pennsyl­ 
vania A m erican Legion convention. 
And it is to liberalism —"the light­ 
ning rod of our national life”—the 
country m ust tu rn , he added, if it 
is to “block the attem pt of o r­ 
ganized wealth to deliver us into 
fascism and dictatorship.” 
Governor Earle urged his fellow 
Legionnaires to join the cause of 
the liberals, adding: 
“W hen we were m ustered out our 
duty to our country did not stop. 
We were still bound to guard and 
defend its institutions, to preserve 
its traditions and m aintain its su­ 
prem acy as a great nation. 
Today, 
th a t obligation rests more heavily 
upon us th an ever before. 
“We 
are told constantly these 
days of the evils of Communism 
and Socialism .” he continued. “The 
label 
is 
applied 
to 
every 
m an. 
woman and child who dares to say 
a word which does not have the 
approval of W all Street. 
"Let us not be deceived by these 
despairing wails of dying special 
privilege. 
Issues W arning 
“I warn you th a t our civilization 
is in danger if we heed the decep­ 
tive cries of special privilige, if we 
perm it our m en of great w ealth to 
send us on a wild-goose chase after 
so-called radicals while they con­ 
tinue to plunder our people.” 
Then, laying 
down 
a 
plan 
of 
action he urged the Legionnaires 
to follow, the governor w ent on: 
"Liberalism is the lightning rod 
of our national life. 
W hen the 
dark clouds of 
Com m unism 
and 
Socialism gather, it is liberalism 
th a t draw s the fire from the cloud 
—liberalism th a t carries off the 
thunderbolt harm lessly th a t o th er­ 
wise would destroy us. 
"Let us strive to provide security 
for the ordinary m an in his work, 
and in his old age. Let us give him 
an opportunity to earn a living 
wage.

Senate’s Revision Of 
Wealth Tax Program 
Opposed In House

WASHINGTON, August 16.— 
House rejection of senate revis­ 
ion of its $270,000,000 tax bill 
was slated today, thus throwing 
the measure designed to carry 
out President Roosevelt’s wealth 
tax program into conference. 
Despite sharp differences between 
senate and 
house, adm inistration 
leaders 
were confident they can 
quickly iron them out and speed 
adjournment. 
Expect Amendments To Lose 
The Borah amendment prohibit­ 
ing 
tax-free federal 
bonds, it is 
understood 
brought violent objec­ 
tions from secretary of the treasury 
Morgenthau. 
The admendment re­ 
pealing the 50 per cent silver profits 
tax and ending nationalization of 
silver also were slated for discard. 
Final pasage of the measure in the 
senate was achieved with rem ark­ 
able speed 
The senate passed the 
measure in two days. 
The 57 to 22 vote for passage in the 
senate found 10 Democrats desert­ 


ing 
the 
adm inistration 
to 
vote 
against the measure. Seven Repub­ 
licans approved it. 
“Blow To Recovery” 
Both Democratic and Republican 
opponents 
of 
the 
measure, 
who 
assailed it as a blow to recovery 
and a “Fake” as a revenue measure, 
gave up their fight in the face of 
strong stand of adm inistration sup­ 
porters. 
While the measure, as it passed 
the senate, is estimated to produce 
$269,000,000 annually, a loss of $15,- 
000,000 revenue is expected because 
exemption was allowed charitable 
gifts by corporations. 
This provision, approved by both 
house and senate, went into the bill 
despite objections of Mr. Roosevelt. 
The senate measure caried out 
President Roosevelt’s program on 
most points. It includes a graduated 
corporation tax ranging from 10-3-4 
to 14-1-4 per cent as compared with 
Mr. Roosevelt’s suggestion of 10-3-4 
to 16-3-4 per cent. 
The senate’s 
action, 
however, 
established 
the 
principle of taxing corporations be­ 
cause of size.

15 miles south here, claim Post and 
Rogers landed, asked way to B ar­ 
row, taking off engine misfired on 
right bank while only 50 feet over 
water. Plane out of control crashed, 
tearing right wing off, and topping 
over forcing engine back through 
body of plane. 
Both apparently 
killed instantly. Both bodies bruised. 
Past wrist watch broken stopped at 
8:18 p. m.” 
Morgan’s message Indicated that 
the famous humorist and noted 
aeronautical ace may have been 
crushed to death when the engine 
of the plane was forced back by its 
im pact against the right bank of 
the Alaska river. 
Sought To Land Safely 
The fact th at both bodies were 
bruised lent credence to these indi­ 
cations. 
The fact th at the plane 
did not catch fire indicated th at 
Post’s last act apparently was to 
cut off the ignition as soon as the 
engine commenced to missfire. 
The indications were too, th at he 
sought to land safely but being only 
50 feet above the ground he ap­ 
parently lost control of the plane 
and was unable to regain it before 
the right wing of the machine hit 
the river bank and sent it crash­ 
ing over. 
Post was piloting an Amphibian 
machine and the fact that the 
machine crashed on the bank of the 
river indicated th at he may have 
been attem pting to light on the 
water. 
The fact that the right wing w*as 
sheared off indicated to army offi­ 
cers th at the plane’s propeller may 
have caused the actual crash. 
In 
order to effect a safe landing, par­ 
ticularly on water, it is necessary 
for the propeller of a machine 
similar to the type piloted by Post 
to be at “dead center.” 
Apparently too shocked and stu­ 
pefied to rush to the assistance of 
Rogers and Pest trapped in the m a­ 
chine, the natives sent one of their 
runners to Pt. Barrow while they 
stood in stricken awe of the ill-fated 
red and gold monoplane, which had 
brought two of America’s most not­ 
ed figures on a friendly visit to their 
isolated land. 
Although Morgan did not m en­ 
tion the fact it appeared likely that 
he enlisted the aid of the natives 
to help him carry the body of the 
humorist to the shore and then rip 
apart the plane’s fuselage in order 
to extract the imprisoned body of 
post. 
Placing the bodies in his rented 
motor launch, Morgan apparently 
commenced his tragic trip back to 


Pt. Barrow in the unnatural light of 
the six-months long Arctic day. 


Capital Saddened 
W ashington, Aug. 16.—The n a­ 
tional capital was genuinely sad­ 
dened today over the news from 
far-off Alaska th a t Will Rogers, 
actor and humorist, and his globe- 
circling pilot, Wiley Post, had been 
killed in an airplane crash near 
Point Barrow. 
A single cable line, operated by 
the army signal corps from Alaska 
to Seattle, brought confirmation of 
the bare facts of the crash, which 
occurred at 5 p. m. (Alaska tim e’ 
yesterday, and the recovery of the 
bodies. 
After re-checking the re­ 
port and confirming its authenticity, 
the army assumed the sad task of 
notifying the relatives. 
So great was the capital’s interest 
that as soon as the first rumors of 
the fatal crash gained currency, 
newspaper and press association of­ 
fices were flooded with calls from 
those in official life asking whether 
they were true. The calls came from 
senators, cabinet officers, members 
of the house and even the White 
House. 
The army signal corps fur­ 
nished the confirmation in a shoit 
time, and as the newTs spread there 
were many expressions of sorrow 
and regret. 


Bodies Recovered 
W ashington, Aug. 16.—The Army 
Signal Corps today confirmed the 
death of Will Rogers, humorist, and 
Wiley Post, noted aviator, in an 
airplane crash in Alaska. 
No details were given. 
A brief 
message merely stated 
th at 
the 
noted actor and aviator had crashed 
somewhere 
near 
Point 
Barrow*, 
Alaska, and th at both were killed. 
A later message from the signal 
corps headquarters in Alaska also 
confirmed th at the globe-circling 
pair had crashed, and added that 
their plane crashed fifteen miles 
south of Point Barrow' at 5 p. m. 
yesterday. 
Both bodies have been 
recovered. 
The text of the message received 
here by the chief signal officer of 
the signal corps from Pt. Barrow*, 
read: 
Near Point Barrow 
“Post and Rogers crashed 15 miles 
south of here five o’clock last night. 
Both killed. 
Have recovered bodies 
and placed them care of Dr. Griest. 
Standing by on anchorage hourly. 
Signed, Morgan.” 
Morgan 
is 
staff 
sergeant 
in 
charge of the Army Signal Corps 
at Pt. Barrow. 
The Army Signal Corps message 
from 
Morgan 
was 
relayed 
from 
Point Barrow through signal corps 
headquarters at Seattle. 
In 
relaying 
the 
message, 
Col. 
George E. Kumpe, the signal corps 
officer, added: 
“I am notifying Mrs. Post and 
Mrs. Rogers at once.” 
The War Departm ent, the White 
House, the Office of the Chief of 
Staff, and other focal points were 
deluged with telephone and tele­ 
graphic requests for confirmation 
of the tragedy. 


America’s millions as perhaps no 
other single person was loved. 
His ready wit, his “home-spun ’ 
acting, both in the old-time Ziegfeld 
Follies and later in the movies, and 
his daily newspaper comment, with 
its witty and, oftentimes, barbed 
“wise-cracks” about current events, 
made him one of the most popular 
public figures in the country. 
Ironically, his death in a plane 
crash climaxed a long campaign 
waged by him through his news­ 
paper comments to popularize flying 
and to impress the safety of avia­ 
tion upon the public mind. 
Rogers was 56 years old, being 
born November 4, 1879, at Oolagah, 
Okla., then the Indian territory. A 
born-in-the-blood 
c o w b o y , 
he 
learned to rope a steer and break a 
broncho with the best of them. 
He was 26 years old when he made 
his first stage appearance—in 
a 
vaudeville skit at the Old Hamme:- 
stein’s roof garden in New York. 
His success was instantaneous and 
from 1914 to 1926. except for three 
years in the cinema, he was starred 
with the Ziegfeld Follies and the 
Night Frolics. 
Rogers was an intimate friend of 
both 
presidents and m en-in-the- 
street. 
He was a frequent White 
House visitor, but that never pre­ 
vented him from taking witty pot­ 
shots at the powers that be. 
Former 
Vice 
President 
Charles 
Gates Dawes of Evanston and Rog­ 
ers were close friends and Dawes 
wTas the recipient of many Rogerisrr.s 
while the Evanstonian ruled over 
the senate in the “Hell ’n M arik” 
days during the last Calvin Coolidge 
adm inistration. 
In recent years, Rogers devoted j 
most of his time to motion pictures j 
and became one of the highest paid j 
stars in Hollyw’ood. He appeared in 
more than a score of pictures, Ur* 
latest of which were “Life Begins at 
40” and “Doubting Thomas.” 
A great wad of gum and a droll 
Oklahoma drawl were Rogers’ chief 
stage and cinema “props,” other 
than his wit. 
Although “Who’s Who in Califor­ 
nia” lists Rogers first vaudeville ap- ! 
pearance as occurring in 1905 at the 
Hammerstein s roof garden, Rogers j 


himself in 1934 gave a party in Hol­ 
ly wcxxl for George Wirth, circus 
owner, and announced th at it was 
W irth who gave him his first job 
before the public. 
That, he saxd, 
was in 1903 and he wore a black 
and red velvet costume. 


World Famed Flyer 
Wiley Post first startled the world 
in 1931, when, with Harold Gatlv 
acting as co-pilot, he made his first 
round-the-world 
flight 
in 
record 
breaking time. 
His greatest 
triumph, 
however, 
came Just twro years later, in July of 
1933, when he made the first solo 
flight around the globe ever a t­ 
tempted. Not only did he do it, but 
he clipped 21 hours from the Post- 
Gatty time, completing his globe- 
girdling dash in exactly seven days, 
18 hours and 491 ^ minutes, exhibit­ 
ing almost super-hum an endurance 
as the flight was made with prac­ 
tically no time out for sleeping. 
A farm er’s son. Wiley Post was 
born November 22, 1898, in Van 
Zandt county, Texas. Farming, how­ 
ever never interested him much, and 
at an early age he exhibited a pref­ 
erence for things mecanical. 
The 
experiments of the W right Brothers 
were much more to the liking of this 
young farmer, and he followed the 
progress of aviation with keen in­ 
terest, even in the days when the 
industry was little more than “fancy 
talk.” 
Although born in Texas, Post is 
more often associated with Okla­ 
homa as he moved with his parents 
to a farm in that state while very 
young. 
He left the farm to take a 
three-m onths course in automobile 
mechanics when he was seventeen. 
When war w*as declared he enlisted 
in the aviation division of the signal 
corps by misrepresenting his age, 
but was discharged when the youth­ 
ful deception was discovered. Later 
however, he was admitted to an 
S. A. T. C. camp at Norman, Okla. 
With the Armistice he was mustered 
out of the army and went to work as 
a helper on an oil drilling rig. 
During the summer of 1919 he had 
his first airplane ride. 
He was a 
passenger in an antiquated “Jenny,” 


and paid the pilot, a passing barn­ 
stormer, $25 to “give him the works.' 
Five years later he quit oil drilling 
to become an airman, when 
he 
joined a barnstorming troupe as 
substitute parachute jumper. 
W ith 
the plan of making enough money 
to purchase a plane of his own, Po t 
went back to oil drilling. It was at 
th l time, in Seminole, Okla., he lost 
his left eye when struck with a chip 
of metal while hammering a linx- 
pin into a heavy chain. 
The damages he received for this 
accident, $2,000, he used to purchase 
¡his first plane. 
He worked for a while as a pri­ 
vate pilot, and when a prize was 
offered for a flight from Dallas to 
Hongkong, one of 
his employers 
bought him a plane to try for the 
purse of $25,000. 
The prize was 
withdrawn and Post returned 
to 
work at the Lockheed plant in Bu: - 
bank, Cal., as test pilot.
